Mexican Circuit Riders 


By J. H. Ingram * 


During our horseback journey of twenty-four days: 


into the Sierra Madre Mountains of Mexico, Brother 
Alexander Portugal, Sr., and I were brought very close 
to life as it was during the days of the circuit riders, 
when preachers and judges made their appointed 
rounds on horseback. 

I had visited the church at Hermosillo, the capital of 
Sonora, and had taken a small bus from there high 
into rough mountains to Sahuaripa; though it was 
only about 150 miles it took nearly eleven hours to 
make the trip. We had to forge two large rivers, the 
Yaqui and the Moctezuma. 

Mexican states are divided into districts like our 
counties. Sahuaripa (Sa-wa-ree-pa) is the seat of the 
civil administration for the district bearing the same 
name and is district headquarters for our missions 
work. It is a little old town made of tumble-down 
adobes quite in contrast to the new modern towns 
along the coast. It is the only village in that district 
where there is electric power, and the lights are 
turned on for about three hours each night. 

From Sahuaripa we left by horse for the interior of 
the wild mountain area. When we say “wild” reference 
is made to the mountains themselves, and not the 
people who, to the contrary, are very gentle and soft- 
spoken. I have never seen such rough terrain during 
my world-wide travels. In some places it looked as if 
the world had been burned over and turned upside 
down. There were huge piles of colorful agglomerate 
and conglomerate stones. The solid masses were balled 
up in what appeared to be volcanic ash that had 
served as cement in joining the loose rocks together. 
In places this curious rock formation rose up from the 
river bed almost perpendicular for hundreds of feet. 
It was a common sight to see where loose stones 
the size of a five-room house had broken away and 
fallen into the river. 

The people in the High Sierra live much as their 
ancestors did during the regime of the Spanish Con- 
quistadores over 400 years ago. They usually make 
their own clothing and grow about everything they 
eat including breadstuff. Since there is very little till- 
able land they live in widely separated villages and go 
out from there to tend their crops. They grow corn, 
wheat and beans, principally, and the breadstuff is 
ground by hand or by burro between two disc-shaped 
stones lying one on top of the other. There is no mail 
service in most of the area. One rarely sees a clock or 





a watch and there are no radios. This is all con- 
ducive to good attendance in gospel meetings. The 
Church of God is the only organization doing mis- 
sions work at this far outpost. It took us seventeen 
days to reach our most distant missions post on 
horseback. 


Brother Portugal is blind, but he accomplishes more 
than many of us who are blessed with the sight of 
two good eyes. He has twenty-seven churches and 
missions to look after and only about four full-time 
workers to help him. His farthest mission outpost is 
about eighty miles away and can be reached in only 
one other way besides the way we were travelling—by 
foot! He does a wonderful work as district overseer, 
and he takes great pleasure in his work. In this same 
area he one time rode the pony express as an officer 
in the Mexican Army; his duty was to carry messages 
between the President of the Republic and the com- 
manding general on the field. 


When we decided to do some “pony-express” riding 
for Jesus, of course the enemy tried to interfere. For 
example, we had seven horses and mules for use in 
the missionary work and could only round up two of 
them. One got sick and died, one fell over a cliff and 
was killed, and the others disappeared completely. The 
first night out another one, a little mule called “Indio,” 
ran away, but God provided other horses, though we 
had to walk some. Brother Armando Rodriguez went 
with us part of the way until Brother Jesus Marquez 
came along. One after another joined our party until 
there were ten persons in the group, all mounted. We 
often ran short of something to eat, and had trouble 
getting feed for our horses, but God provided. We 
had money in our pockets but there was no place to 
spend it. 

Some nights we could not make it to a settlement 
and slept out under the trees, cooking our meals over 
an open fire. It rained, hailed, and frosted in the 
High Sierra and we were a little uncomfortable at 
times, but we were gloriously happy in our souls. In 
the evening we would build a log fire and chunk it to 
keep the frost off our bedding and scare the wild 
animals away. 


On the outward trip we preached everywhere a door 
was opened to us, and we had the pleasure of seeing 
over 100 souls confess Christ as their Saviour. On the 
return trip we held baptizing services at La Quema

Recently many high-ranking officials in Mexico, 
both civil and military, have been converted to the 
Lord. Among the authorities accepting. Christ have 
been two brigadier generals, but this is an exception 
rather than the rule. Most of our missions work is 
carried on among the common people, just as it was 
during the earthly ministry of Jesus, of whom it was 
said, “The common people heard him gladly” (Mark 
12:37). One of these Mexican generals attended my 
meeting one night and I asked him to testify. He was 
so filled with the Spirit that he testified and preached 
for nearly two hours, and the altar was filled with 
seekers as a result. This service was held in Hermosillo 





before we went into the mountains. 

The twenty-four days that we spent on horseback 
were precious days that I shall always treasure. Ac- 
cording to late reports we have 449 churches and mis- 
sions with a combined membership of 12,229 in the 
republic of our neighbors to the south. 

Since the beginning of the new year I have made 
another trip to Mexico, and by the time this article 
goes to the press I plan to be in Guatemala, en route 
to South America, traveling overland. The route will 
lead through steaming hot jungles infested with yellow 
fever and malaria, then over snow-capped mountains 
with attendant dangers—quite an undertaking for a 
man nearing his sixty-fifth birthday, but God is able. 
Please pray for me.

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Women’s Work, India 


Our women’s work is really making progress. We 
now have eight women workers on the field and they 
are doing splendid work. I am especially rejoicing in 
this phase of missionary endeavor. This month we 
shall send out twelve young women in all, six sets 
of two. 


I hoped when we first began this work to make it. 


completely indigenous. We have not yet reached our 
goal, but I can see some progress. We have an annual 
sale of fancy work and children’s clothes, and the 


profits from the sale go to support our women workers. ' 


Besides this each women’s organization is supposed to 
send in to headquarters one offering a month. So far 
only a few do, but we are trusting they will all catch 
the vision. For our sale several churches sent in small 
donations of money or food. 

The girls here at school and I have worked ex- 
ceedingly hard this year to get the things ready. The 
last month or two we have all‘stayed up till midnight 
or past, sewing. We really did have some beautiful 
work and plenty of it. We have sold $150 worth of 
articles; of course, that is not all profit, but there 








has been a real interest shown. I am wondering if 
someone at home might become interested in this 
work and help to support it. It would be helping the 
Lord’s work in a very real way. 


The pastors are really beginning to ask for them 
and keep them on their district three of four months. 
They are proving to be a real blessing in the work. 
We thought to move some from one district to an- 
other, but in every case the pastor said, ‘No, let us 
keep them at least till the convention time.” Brother 
T. M. Varughese feels they help the work a great 
deal. They have started new women’s work in some 
places; several people have been saved and baptized 
with the Holy Ghost because of their efforts; they 
have helped in conventions and visited in many 
homes praying for the sick. The girls go right into the 
homes, visit hospitals, pray for the sick, besides con- 
ducting meetings and starting and teaching in Sun- 
day School work.

“Have you had an experience you would like to tell 
about?” he said, “Our neighbors are very unfriendly 
but I am only three, and do not know that, so I go 
in all their houses and play and talk and sometimes 
eat with them. I know them all by name and feel no 
intimidation at all, so now I am known as the most 
popular ambassador of the Church of God in Win- 
nenden. 


“Three-year-old children in Germany wear so many 
clothes one can scarcely tell if a child is a boy or a 
girl. They are all roly-poly and have cheeks like 
apples. They do not chew gun or eat candy but they 
usually have a huge piece of dark bread spread with 
butter or jelly. All of them wear aprons because their 
little garments are not changed as often as mine. 
Their names are names like this for girls: Hannelore, 
Lisel, Heidi, Helgar and Frieda. Boys have names like 


this: Heinz, Fritz, Hans, Helmut, and Dieter. We run 
after the chimney sweep and call him names. He 
chases us and we all enjoy the time when he comes 
to clean our chimney.” 

David is the son of Brother and Sister Walter 
Lauster of Germany, and he says he misses most of 
all his granddaddy and watermelon. 





Here’s a little fellow in Peru who was born Decem- 
ber 12, 1955. He is the son of Juan and Ruth 
Alzamora. 


I like to give my offering, and also I like the little 
girls in my Sunday School class, especially the gypsies. 
Many persons think I am much older than I am 
because the children here are generally small and 
undernourished; as a result they are backward in their 
mental development, too. All of the children in Peru, 
whether large or small, are football fans, and I (and 
my brother too) am fast learning the game. The lit- 
tle children of the poor are carried on their mothers’ 
backs until they are two or three years old. Those 
of the rich are brought up by nursemaids and never 
are left alone. All are very beloved and spoiled, and 
are seldom punished.” —Roger Joel Alzamora

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The phenomenal development of the Latin American Printing De- 


partment was brought about by the attempt to provide for the demand . 


for literature in the Latin American countries. 

The people themselves requested a hymnbook, for the Church had 
none in these countries. There was no denominational literature avail- 
able for the Sunday School program which was growing every day, and 
the new ministers and Christians had no means of learning the 
teachings and beliefs of the Church of God. The printed page had to 
be introduced because there were such great needs with concurrent 
opportunities in this phase of mission work. 

The story of the official organ of the Spanish-speaking territories 
began in December, 1942, with the printing in Mexico City of El 
Evangelista: later El Evangelio de Mexico was printed and both 
of these included Sunday School lessons. In 1945, the monthly paper. 
now known as El Evangelio de la Iglesia de Dios was introduced, and 
the Sunday School literature took the form of a bi-monthly booklet. 
The latter went through several stages of development (in Mexico City, 
San Antonio, and Cleveland, and finally back in San Antonjo), and 
reached what is currently divided into four separate publications for 
teachers and pupils of different ages. 

The Spanish version of the Lighted Pathway began in 1953 with a 
four-page quarterly bulletin-which contained 13 suggested Bible stud- 
ies for youth services. It is now a magazine featuring much the 
same material as our English publication, and 6,500 are printed. 

Four editions of Ensenanzas, the first of which was made in Mexico 
City in 1945, contain a list of Latin American ministers, the teachings, 
and organizational section of the Church of God Minutes. 

The earliest printings of books were in 1946 when Rayos de Es- 
peranza (our hymnal with lyrics only) and a correspondence course 
were prepared under the direction of the superintendent of Latin 
America. In 1950 the hymnal with music was produced. Among other 
books were the translation of The Manifestation of the Trinity, Seven 
Steps for Receiving Healing from Christ, A System of Christian 
Evidence, and several works originally in Spanish, including Coritos de 
Gozo (a compilation of 385 choruses), and gCuando Habra Paz? 

Recently, endorsement was given by the Foreign Missions Board to 
a project entitled “Million Spanish Tract Crusade,” but since 1945, 
tracts have been printed on tons of paper. The popular first tracts, 
printed simultaneously, were “gDonde Estas Tu?” and “La Vida, gQue 
Es?” 

In 1947, when the Latin American superintendent moved from 
Mexico City to San Antonio, a small room in the offices above the 
residence garage was dedicated for a bookstore. The Missions Board 
appropriated an initial investment of $250 for this new project. When 
the International Preparatory Institute came into existence, it was 
moved to the school premises. 

The beginning of the printing operations was in July, 1953, when 
the offices and bookstore were moved to a larger location. Some 
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equipment was purchased over a period of a year, and then a small 
printing establishment, going out of business, was purchased. Im- 
mediately more space was needed. The offices and printing materials 
were again moved—this time to 405 S. Alamo Street, San Antonio— 
and the official name of the operation became “Editorial Evangelica.” 
Each publication grew with each printing, and the Missions Board, 
recognizing the benefits of the project, sent a committee (which later 
evolved into the Publishing Interest Committee) to purchase a lot for a 
permanent location on which to build appropriately for expansion. 
The building was completed in April, 1957, at a price of $42,000. 
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The current periodic publications include: 

6,000 copies of El Evangelio (28 pages monthly) 

5,000 copies of La Senda Iluminada (20 pages quarterly) 

1,000 copies of El Maestro Pentecostes (72 to 96 pages quarterly) 

3,000 copies of Las Gavillas de Oro (26 pages quarterly in each set 
of leaflets) 

8,500 copies of El Alumno Pentecostes (56 pages quarterly) 

4,500 copies of Amiguitos de Jesus (13 cards in each set)

I made a brief survey of the work 
in the Caribbean area. Among ex- 
citing moments were the first few 
after leaving Miami, when a motor 
feathered out way above the At- 
lantic and we were forced to return 
to land for several hours. The 
flights otherwise were without 
novelty. 

We had not been in Kingston 
long until we were met by those 
who are in the front lines of battle 
for the Church of God in Jamaica. 
The picture shows Samuel and 
Phyliss Peterson, Miss Frances 
Olsen, and the overseer, Bishop 
Taylor. It was taken at Carron 
Hall, in the mountain section of 
Jamaica, where we have a very 
fine Bible school. 

I would like to say that the mem- 
bers of the staff are doing an ex- 
cellent work; they have the full 
co-operation of the ministers and 
members there. 

The Bible school enrollment is 
now twenty-four students: a sec- 
ondary school has lately been es- 
tablished and it is meeting with 
high favor among the officials of 
the government. + 


You will appreciate seeing the 
home of the overseer. It is not 
elaborate but it is comfortable; it 
has provided a home for many be- 
cause missionaries that come 
through usually stop at the home 
of Brother and Sister Taylor. This 
is the case on all of the islands, 
where our overseers live.

cellent job, and is in a building 
program. The picture shows Broth- 
er Archer and his partially built 
church, a structure forty-two feet 
wide and eighty feet long with a 
baptistry, choir loft, and other ac- 
commodations. It will take approx- 
imately $4,000 to finish the build- 
ing. 

There is an upsurge in buildings 
and evangelism in Jamaica. Plans 
are being drawn and efforts are 
being made to build a large taber- 
nacle seating 4,000 in the head- 
quarters area of the island. 


THE BATTLE IS ON IN HAITI 


There is more truth than poetry 
in this sub-title with regards to 
Haiti. When I left the island on 
January 6 we heard the firing of 
guns in the capital. There had been 
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much unrest because of the politi- 
cal situation, and many had been 
killed. However, on the return 
flight, stopping to visit with the 
missionaries a few moments at the 
airport, I was glad to learn that 


all was quiet again. ¥ 


We were greeted by our faithful 
workers and were soon seated in 
the home of Brother and Sister 
Beaty for a pleasant repast. Broth- 
er and Sister Coleman and their 
three children, Sister Coleman’s 
mother, Brother and Sister Beaty, 
Sister Odine Morse, and I enjoyed 
a refreshing time of temporal 
things as well as a feast spiritually. 

You will note by the pictures that 
the buildings in Haiti are located 
high above the city of Port-au- 
Prince, overlooking the capital and 
the beautiful Port-au-Prince har- 
bor. The climate is ideal for there 
is always a cool evening breeze. 

The buildings are put on ter- 
races. The first is the home of the 
Colemans. All the buildings you will 
see in these pictures are made of 
solid stone or masonry construc- 
tion. 6 

Looking up the hill from above 
the Coleman house is the little 
home occupied by Odine Morse, the 
national youth leader, secretary- 
treasurer, and a member of the 
school faculty. 4 

The highest on the hill is the 
home of Brother and Sister Beaty. 
Viewing from another angle youg 
see the administration building, 
the building for the spacious class- 
rooms and a lovely chapel. These 
three are joined, and the chapel is 


not quite completed, but it has a9 


very lovely interior and it is some- 
thing of which the people of Haiti 
and America alike can be proud, 
and for which they should thank 
the Lord. 
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As one stands near the front of 
the chapel, just down the hill is the 
end of the kitchen which is built of 
stone, next is the dining hall, and 
beyond that is the boys’ dormitory 
with room for thirty to forty min- 
isterial students. 

Brother Beaty and his staff have 
set up one of the best places of 
study in the Caribbean area. He 
and his staff are working tirelessly, 
and it seems that they are now 
at a place where they will actually 
begin to produce. Brother Wayne 
Heil had a great part in the erec- 
tion of these buildings and through 
careful planning the Church has 
saved thousands of dollars in the 
project. A special act of the Haitian 
legislature granted the Church of 
God the franchise to bring in ma- 
terials from various parts of the 
world without duty since it was for 
school purposes. This was deeply 
appreciated. It is the opinion of the 
missionaries as well as the Missions 
Board that the secret to real evan- 
gelism and progress is a _ well- 
trained ministry. ff 

This was registration day at the 
Evangelical Institute of the Church 
of God in Haiti. Only a few of the 
students had arrived by noon meal- 
time. Staff and cooks stand in the 
background. {2 

Sister Rodouin is the pastor of 
this beautiful church at Poste 
Marchand. She is our only lady 
pastor in Haiti. You see her at the 
pulpit before her fine congrega- 
tion! ie 

The Church of God at La Salina 
is well under way. It is on a very 
lovely highway next to the Port- 
au-Prince harbor in an area that 
is being modernized with new 
buildings so that in a short time 
this will be an ideal place. 15 

As usual, a capacity crowd at- 
tended the headquarters church 
pastored by Brother Lacombe, and 
it was a pleasure to preach to this 
great audience with him as inter- 
preter. Plans are being made to ex- 
pand this building, double its pres- 
ent width, remodel its front, use 
the ground floor for the education- 
al plant and upstairs for the audi- 
torium. The structure will approx- 
imate 80 by 100 feet in size. 16 

Few Haitians live in such com- 
modious homes as this - pictured, 
but God has been good to Brother 





Lacombe and through unbelievable 
sources God has blessed him with 
this beautiful manse which certain- 
ly has added prestige to our Church 
in the city as well as providing a 
home for visitors to the island, for 
they are most hospitable. 
\\ Along the roadside, a common 
sight is the little “modern Haitian 
laundry.” Here two ladies put out 
their wash and bathe their chil- 
dren in a little pool. Haiti is not a 
land of plenty. Poverty prevails and 
our people need our prayers and 
our good will. Used clothing is re- 
ceived with deep appreciation. 
Did I say poverty? Well, these 
are the homes of hundreds and 
thousands. | 


THE HORTONS ARE HOLDING 
THE FORT IN THE 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


In the Dominican Republic we 
found Brother Horton speaking 
Spanish and putting forth every 
energy to make the work count for 
God. 

Brother Horton is with Felix 
Franco, the native pastor at Faria, 
a rented church with forty-five 
members. This is a community of 
over 30,000 people with only one 
other church. Our little brother has 
a tremendous task. 

{ The headquarters church has 
150 members and boasts a missions- 
minded pastor in Brother P. P. 
Cabrera. He helps support the 
missions work in his own country. 
His church carries its own load, 
helps: pay other rents, and carries 
the gospel beyond its own walls. A 
number of churches are catching 
this vision and though they have 
but little to give, they are doing 
their part. 9\ 

The new little church at Rio 
Haina has sixteen members. Its 
pastor is Brother Mateo Mercedes. 

This is the parsonage at Rio 
Haina, and it is a nice little build- 
ing in comparison with the others. 
Brother Horton and the pastor 
stand in front of it. ae 

There has been an increase in 
membership in the Dominican Re- 
public of over 200 this year. 


PUERTO RICO, A THRIVING 
PLACE 


Commercially, Puerto Rico is on 
the move. Brother and Sister Alton, 
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Brother Tony Collazo and Christine _ 


Alton were at the airport to bid us 
welcome. It is my opinion that 
these good workers will have our 
church in Puerto Rico completely 
self-sustaining in a few years.

Here is pictured the front of the »%! 


headquarters church in Santurce. 
You notice that the back of the 
church is elevated. It is here that 
our school is now being conducted. 

While in Puerto Rico we were 
able to locate a lovely plot of 
ground just two miles from the 
city of Santurce, on a main high- 
way, with regular bus service, and 
all the conveniences such as wa- 
ter, on the three full acres of nice 
fertile, level land. Inasmuch as 
there is a developing program in 


this area, the purchase price of 


$6,000 was very reasonable. 


ST. THOMAS 


The house that Brother and Sis- 
ter Bolan built in St. Thomas is 
almost carved out of rock (a house 
founded upon a rock!) on the side 
of a hill. It is in a very lovely 
neighborhood and they have done 
an extra fine job of building head- 
quarters for the missionaries. It 
has about seven rooms and a 
bath; the stone-banistered front 
constitutes a cistern that reaches 
back under the living room. This 
has never been dry and it is their 
only source of water because there 
are no wells or city water on the 
entire island. 


A native lady had saved $50 for 
burial, from her $10-a-month wage. 
She loved the work of God enough 
to give $5.50 of this monthly to the 
missionaries. She was deeply con- 
cerned because they worked so hard 
and she asked the Lord if she 
could help. He spoke to her and 
said, “I will prolong your life. Give 
them your $50 burial fund.” She 
willingly gave it and she is still 
living and the house is built! 

The picture of the interior of the 
home speaks for itself. Our mis- 
sionaries, who also supervise a 
number of other small islands, have 
done excellent work. They do not 
have a car and we trust the Lord 
will provide this. If we could get 
only $500 or $600 we could pur- 
chase for them a nice used car 
and have it shipped to them. 





























We have one church building in 
St. Thomas. To the right of the car 
pictured is an extended Sunday 
School plant. Both the English and 
the Spanish congregations worship 
here. We preached the two nights 
we were there and the attendance 
Was very good. We also held Bible 
study for an hour and a half. 


THE WORK IN BARBADOS 
MOVES FORWARD 

During the meetings in Barba- 
dos in the large steel shed which 
seats about 2,000, a hundred peo- 
ple stood outside, and I thought 
that showed the training and the 
work of the brethren there. Broth- 
er and Sister Summers oversee the 
work in Barbados and _ several 
neighboring islands. Brother and 
Sister Ward direct the youth work 
and pastor the River Road Church. 
They constitute a real working 
team and are doing much good in 
Barbados. 

It was a thrill to speak to this 
huge audience every night. We can 
report that numbers were saved 
and some received the baptism with 
the Holy Spirit. 

It is hoped that we shall be able 
to establish a Bible school soon. 
We have a short term school there 
and the island is sending mission- 
aries to other islands. 

Brother Brummet, Superintend- 
ent of the West Indies, was with us 
in our survey of the work in Puerto 
Rico, Barbados and Trinidad. His 
presence was appreciated and his 
ministry added greatly to the meet- 
ings.

TRINIDAD, A NEW FIELD FOR 
THE CHURCH OF GOD 


A group of the workers and 
friends met at Brother and Sister 
Hasmatali’s home where we were 
blessed with a very fine meal. 
Brother Hasmatali contributes 
freely to promote the cause of God 
in beautiful Trinidad. This is his 
home. 

During the convention fine 
crowds attended the headquarters 
church at Point-a-Pierre. The 
building, seating around 700, was 
well-filled. The island has a mixed 
population of Negroes, Indians, 








Chinese, and English, and our work 
there is just in its infancy, but is 
eager to move forward and we be- 
lieve that God has something won- 
derful there for us. 

There are a number of mosques 
on the island because Mohammed- 
anism is prevalent. A Moslem priest 
poses before the mosque. Just above 
his head is a graven image dear to 
the followers of this religion. 

My trip through the West Indies 
was profitable for the Church, and 
I can honestly say that I am 
thrilled at the way God is blessing 
the work in every field. Our work 
is growing rapidly in members, ad- 
herents, church buildings, schools, 
and a good ministerial staff, and I 
must exclaim that it is truly mar- 


velous to me. I praise God for it.. 


May we commend you who have 
given of your temporal means to be 
invested for eternity in the souls of 
men. . 


A BAPTISM IN JORDAN

THE BIBLE 

At the close of 1956 at least a 
whole book in the Bible had been 
published in 1,109 languages — 
seventeen more than the year be- 
fore. The number of languages in 
which some part of the Bible has 
been circulated in the last twenty- 
five years is probably between 600 
and 700. Some of the languages in 
which Scripture has been published 
are no longer in use. In 1956 the 
complete Bible was published for 
the first time in the Bemba lan- 
guage (Northern Rhodesia), Nimbi 
Ijo (Nigeria), and Morovo (Solo- 
mon Islands). The whole New 
Testament became available in 
eight new languages, including the 
Navajo (North American Indian).

FRENCH GOSPEL ADVERTISE- 
MENT DRAWS LARGE RESPONSE 


Missionaries of theGreater 
Europe Mission in France placed an 
advertisement in Selection (the 
French edition of Reader’s Digest) 
and in one week they received over 
a thousand requests for a Bible. 


The first request was dated nine 
days before the issue came out. 
This seventeen-year-old, probably 
a typesetter, said he had wanted a 
Bible for a long time. Six days after 
the advertisement appeared the re- 
quests totaled 1,086, with as many 
as 386 received in one day. 


The missionaries’ advertisement 
made the following offer to Se- 
lection’s four million readers: “The 
first 100 (who write in) will re- 
ceive the whole Bible, the next 200 
will receive the New Testament, 
and the others one of the Gospels 
which tells of the life of Jesus.” 


Letters came from servicemen, 
doctors, students, government offi- 
cials. Some who realized they were 
probably too late to receive a Bible 
offered to buy one. Many letters 
showed real interest beyond the 
mere request for a Bible and these 
will be followed up by a personal 
letter.
